General Cultural Suggestions for Bulbs 


Outdoor Planting. 


The larger part of the bulbs offered in this catalogue are 
ready to ship by the second week in September and planting 
may be done at any time trom then until the ground is frozen, 
but the sooner the bulbs are planted the greater will be the 
measure of success. A few sorts like Japanese Lilies and Lilies 
of the Valley, etc., do not mature until October and November 
and will be sent as soon as received. 


The bulbs should be placed from one to four inches below 
the surface according to the size of the bulbs. A good rule is 
to cover the bulbs with earth one and a half times their own 
depth. 


In autumn when the ground is frozen tolerably hard the 
bed should be covered with 3 or 4 inches of leaves or straw, this 


covering should be removed gradually in Spring as the weather 7 
becomes warm. 


Indoor Culture 


Bulbs for Winter blooming may be planted in pots or 
pans from September to November, the earlier the better. © 
After potting, they should be watered well and be placed in a | 
cool, dark cellar. The whole success of pot culture depends q 
upon getting the roots well established at a low temperature, 
before the tops are allowed to start. In six to eight weeks the © 
bulbs usually have made sufficient root growth, to allow them ~ 
brought to the light.

had for months by bringing a few pots to the light every week 
or so. 


To Grow Bulbs in Moss-Fibre in China Vases or Bowls 
Without Drainage 


Is the best and most charming way to grow winter-blooming 
bulbs for house and table decorations and far better results are 
obtained in this way than by using pots with earth. 

The advantage of this system is, that the receptacles can 
be placed anywhere about the house, in the drawing room or 
dining room without the slightest risk of injury. The moss- 
fibre is clean to handle, perfectly odorless, and remains sweet 
for an indefinite period. 

Any non-porous receptacle can be used for that purpose 
but it should be suited to the size of the bulbs to be planted in 
it. The bulbs are potted the same way as in ordinary soil just 
showing their tops. It is not necessary nor desirable to press

the moss-fibre tightly, otherwise the roots do not work freely | 
and the bulbs ‘will push themselves upwards. Once potted, | 
they’ require hardly any attention, only great care should be | 
taken to keep the moss-fibre moist but not too wet. 
After the bulbs have been potted they should be kept in a — 
dark, cool and airy room until the roots have formed, and then ~ 
brought into the light.

A charming class of hyacinths, extensively 
grown by florists for winter flowering. It is a 
distinct species. Each bulb gives three or four 
graceful flower spikes, and by successive plant- 
ings they can be had in flower from November 
to March. The flowers are more slender and 
somewhat smaller than the ordinary hyacinths 
but are considerably earlier. Very popular on 
account of their delightful fragrance, earliness 
and profusion of bloom. ‘They are not hardy 
here in the North and should not be used for 
outdoor planting but are most valuable for 
house culture. For the amateur they are the 
most successful of all flowering bulbs, being 
the easiest to bring to bloom, they are alsothe 
earliest bulbous flower of the season. The 
colored Romans flower about two to three 
weeks later than the white. Our bulbs are of 
large size and will be sure to give the greatest 
satisfaction. In order to obtain a succession 
of bloom, Roman Hyacinths may be planted at 
intervals from September Ist to December Ist. 
The soil should be light and rich, (like most 
other bulbs they will also grow very nicely in 
moss fibre, see first inside cover page), and the 
bulbs set close together so that. they touch each 
other. In ten weeks after potting the bulbs 
are generally well rooted and should then be 
brought into the light and heat and freely 
watered; they will be in bloom in about a 
week.

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Late Flowering Cottage Tulips 


These late tulips are but very little known in this country but they deserve to be planted 
freely everywhere, even if they are grown for house decoration only, as they are exquisite in 
form and brilliant in color, have the advantage of long stems and are of especial value at the 
time when spring flowers are gone and summer plants have scarcely begun to make a display. 
They are also especially recommended for planting in the permanent hardy flower 
border between shrubbery, etc., as they are quite hardy and will not only remain there but 
steadily increase. They often grow two and three feet high and when in bloom present a 


“gorgeous appearance lasting fully two weeks. The flowers are of great substance and stand

By sowing hardy varieties of flowers during August and September a brilliant display of 
\ flowers can be secured at a small cost quite early in Spring at a time when usually the garden is 
comparatively bare, and these plants from Autumn sown seeds generally become larger and more 
4 robust and flower more profusely than if sown in Spring. Perennial flowers especially should 
= be sown in Fall as most of them will not bloom the first year'if sown in Spring, but if sown early 
enough, not later than October Ist they can make good plants before frost, and will bloom freely 

Sthe following year. : 

In the North the plants should be covered about 3 inches deep with straw or litter.

IS EP GOS 


We clip from a paper by Mr. R. A. Smythe, President of the Michigan 
Horticultural Society, written for the Rural New Yorker, the well known 
high class periodical: 


“My fiist experience with it was on a high sandy hill, where the sand 
blew badly, and where I found it difficult to get other crops to grow. I planted 
it about the middle of August; it did not make a large growth-that fall, still, 
enough to hold the sand. It lived through the winter and came out in fine 
condition in the spring; by the time, we were ready to turn it under there was 
a covering on the ground that was really something tosee. Afterit was plowed ; 
under, the soil spoke for itself, the color being “several shades darker. We 
had set this piece of land with Peach Trees that spring before we plowed the 
Vetch under. The trees made a splendid growth and were in fine condition 
until we had a very heavy frost in October, which killed many of the young 
trees; this was the fall of 1906. 


I believe that Vetch is like all other leguminous crops; it grows better 
after the land has become inoculated. Every spring it makes an enormous 
growth, many of the vines being from seven to ten feet in length; it is a sight. 
I wish I could give you some idea of the amount of green manure Vetch will 
make, and am safe in saying, many tons. My entire farm is covered with it 
this winter and it never looked better.” 


Mr. J. H. Haynes, in another issue of the Rural New Yorker, gives the 
following experience: 


The most successful soil restorer ever tested in this section is Sand Vetch. 
In 1905 a worn-out farm of 160 acres was purchased by the president of our 
canning company for the purpose of growing early products, such as peas, 
sweet corn and tomatoes for the cannery. The soil is mainly sand, some 
portions having clay mixed and others, some black soils, but all so badly re- 
duced in. productive powers as to merit the name “Starvation Farm.” His 
idea was to plant such crops as would come off before hot, dry weather came 
on. The crop of 1906 proved a failure so far as the sandy land was concerned. 
The owner, hearing of Sand Vetch and its renewing power, and having a 
“sandy farm, ” took courage and invested in two bushels of the Vetch Seed, 
which was sown in August on two acres of his very poorest sand land. 
In June, 1907, this was cut for hay, and so well impressed was he that he 
sowed in August, 1907, 25 acres, designing 21 acres for corn.and 
four for pasture. The mass of Vetch on the ground in the spring of 1908 was so thick that the plowing under was very slow, and the corn was not 
planted till in June. The season following was very dry six weeks without rain, but this 21 acres averaged 72 bus. per acre, whereas for 20 years previous the 
average yield had not been 20 bus. per acre. 


CULTURE OF SAND VETCH 
Sow in August or Septerbien on well-prepared land; if wanted for forage or hay sow 40 pounds to the acre together with about half a bushel of rye or 
wheat to furnish support for the vines, which will make it easier to cut and harvest the crop. 
If intended for pasture or fertilizer, sow alone at the rate of 50 to 60 pounds per acre.
